COUNTY PLANS 
$1 50,000 AID 
TO HOSPITALS 



Council members voiced some 
-disagreement with the plans of 
York County council to grant 
Toronto hospitals $150,000 for 
building programs. If the coun- 
ty council passes the grant, New- 
market's levy will be $1,644, 
approximately two-thirds' of a 

mill. 

Reeve Lundy, who Is warden 
of the county council, explained 
to the council that the grant v/as 
an alternative to having a coun- 
ty hospital. He said that the 
city hospitals handled a large 
percentage of county patients 
and under these circumstances, 
the hospitals had asked for aid 
from the county, 'if we do not 
help the hospitals, we will be put 
in the position of having to build 
-a county hospital for county 
patients and that would involve 
an outlay of $1,000,000." he s3id. 

Council objections arose when 
the York County hospital was 
not named as one of the hospi- 
tals that would receive part of 
the grant "The hospitals are 
receiving their share of the 
grant on the basis of the number 
of county patients they have," 
said Reeve Lundy, "York coun- 
ty hospital has already received 
considerable help from the coun- 
ty." 

"York count>' hospital should 
receive a large share of the 
grant if it is to be distributed on 
a percentage basis," argued 
Councillor Joseph Vale. "We do 
not object to aiding the city hos- 
pitals, but we do feel if the shar? 
ing of the grant is being made on 
the basis of the percentage of 
county patients handled by each 
hospital, York County hospital 
should come first since it handles 
a considerably higher percentage 
of county patients than the 
others," 

"You will find that the local 
hospital has a low percentage of 
county patients/' replied Reeve 
Lundy. "I have seen the figures 
and I know." 



The annual by-law setting the 

date of the municipal elections 

was passed in council Wednesday 

night. The by-law is the same 

as in other years, selling the 
nominations for Nov. 23 and the 
elections for Dec. 3, but in addi- 
tion to the election of the council 
and three school trustees, New- 
market voters must also elect 
two commissioners for the Hydro 
Electric Commission. 

N. L. Mathews, K.C., solicitor 

for the town, said the council 

had the choice of setting up a 
commission to administer only 
the hydro, or as an alternative, 
setting up a public utility com- 
mission which would administer 
water as well. 

"There are two disadvantages 
to the public utilities commis- 
sion," he said. *Tn the first 
place, the administration of 
water by the commission would 
prevent any profit from return- 
ing to the town for town use. 
Last year, the town made a 
profit of $4,000 on water and it 
was a help to the town budget.

That surplus, under the adminis- 
tration of a public utilities com- 
mission, would be retained by 
the commission in a sinking fund 
and the town would not have the 
value of it. 

"The other disadvantage is 
that a hydro commission can be 
set up by by-law. A public 
utilities commission can only be 
set up after a favorable vote of 
the citizens. This would mean a 
delay in the municipal vote." 

"What about the salary for the 

commissioners," asked Councillor 

Joseph Vale. "The salary is set 
by the council" replied Mr. 
Mathews, "The two commission- 
ers are paid and the mayor, who 
is an automatic third member of 

the commission, is not paid." 

"One of the two elected mem- 
bers stays in office two years," 
said Mr. Mathews. "One only 
stays in one year. After they are 
elected, they draw lots to see 
who will stay the two years and 
who will stay the one year. The 
electors have no choice as to the 
one-year and two-year commis- 
sioners."

Wilkinson, both of Alliston, will 
be the speakers at the public 
meeting of hog producers of 
York county to discuss the hog 
marketing scheme which is being 
sponsored under the Farm Prod- 
ucts Control Board of the provin- 
cial department of agriculture. 

Mr. Wilkinson is the local 
, board member representing dis- 
trict three which includes York 
county. Mr. Wilkinson will out- 
line what is intended by the 
marketing scheme, and be avail- 
able for questioning by the local 
producers. 

The scheme will be voted upon 
by registered hog producers in 
the province. Hog producers are 
asked to register cither in writ- 
ing or in person at the office of 
the county agricultural repre- 
sentative. A producer must be 
registered befoqp he may vote. 
A two-thirds vote in favor of the 
scheme is required to put it into 
force. Ballots will be accepted 
by the* agricultural representa- 
tive to Dec. 8, 

The scheme provides for a 
negotiating committee of hog 
producers and processors which 
will. determine prices' and meth- 
ods of marketing. Hog producers 
and processors will be licensed 
under the scheme. 

Under the definition of a hog 
producer, anyone who has pro- 
duced a hog for marketing is en- 
titled to vote on the scheme 
providing he registers. In order 
that the fullest representation of 
hog producers be had, it is being 
urged that all producers register 
and vote on the scheme.

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WE DIDNT REMEMBER 



"At the going down of the sun and in the 

morning 
We will remember them/* 

The pity of it was that we didn't remember. 
We didn't remember why they fell, the men from 
the hills and plains of Canada, from its rivers 
and its forests, its cities and lonely plains. We 
remembered them only as names. In honor to 
them we raised stone memorials and revered the 
poppy. In honor to them we will bow our heads 
Sunday morning at 11 a.m., 27 years after the 
signing of the Armistice which ended the first 

world war* 

We remembered their names but we didn't 

remember why they had to die. So this Sunday, 
as we bow our heads 27 years after the Armistice 
was signed, we will remember new names, the 
names of those who died in another war because 
we didn't remember why their fathers died. 

We will remember Vimy and Ypres, Caen and 
Ortono; and remembering these places remember 
also the opportunity the men who died there 
bought for us, not once but twice, of creating a 
lasting peace founded on respect of human 
dignity.

ARENA OPERATOR 
SHOULD BE SALARIED 



The Memorial Arena committee of council met 
Monday night to discuss the terms of the con- 
tract under which the arena would be operated 
this year. Although it was a committee meeting 
and as such, not open to the press, it is under- 
stood that it is proposed to offer the arena opera- 
tor the same kind of contract as was offered 
before, a percentage contract by which the opera- 
tor takes his earnings in terms of a percentage of 
what the arena makes. ^ 

This type of contract seems to us as being com- 
pletely contradictory to the avowed intention of 
the council when it asked the ratepayers of the 
town to vote in favor of the purchase of the 
arena. The arena, it was then said, was to be 
run as a non-profit concern. It was the intention 
to make it a community centre where there could 
be free skating for children. It was to run as a 
community enterprise with every emphasis on 
the provision of community entertainment at the 
lowest price. 

By placing the operator of the arena in a posi- 
tion where his season's earnings are dependent on 
the amount of money he brings in for the arena, 
the emphasis is thrown on the making of money, 
not the provision of free entertainment. How can 
the arena operator earn his salary if he provides 
free time to the schools and pro-school aged chil- 
dren? In order to make his living, if he is paid 
on the percentage basis, the operator must seek 
means to bring in money to the arena, and in do- 
ing so, defeat the original intention behind its 
purchase. 

It might be fairly argued that payment of the 
operator on the percentage basis is the only way 
of ensuring that he will be on the job. However, 
it is quite possible to provide for a basic wage 
with the additional payment of a percentage of 
the rink profit. In this way, the operator is in a 
position where he can provide free skating time 
without starving in the process. Or as an altern- 
ative, he could be compensated for the free time 
that he provides. 

Last year, the main burden of the complaints 
directed against the arena management was that 
there was not sufficient free time provided for 
children. There were promises thai this would 
be rectified. Yet the arena committee has gone 
ahead with the same kind of contract this year 
which, if anything, is directed against cutting 
* down free time rather than extending it. 

Wc don't know what prompted the arena com- 
mittee to adhere to such a policy as a percentage 
contract for the arena operator in view of these 
considerations. If it was on the grounds of 
economy, the committee is to be congratulated on 
jtS spirit of thriftincss but at the same time, com- 
mittee members should bear in mind that thrifti- 
ncss can he overdone. The committee members 
have apparently forgotten that they are em- 
powered to spend money for the benefit of the 
town just as much as they are required to save. 



BEST BRAINS ? 

Reading the Oct. 31 Hansard report of the pro- 
ceedings in the Senate of Canada, we were re- 
minded of the statement made by one of the 
senators at a time when the Senate was being 
harshly criticized as a useless body. In the senate 
chamber, the honorable gentleman declared, is 
gathered together the best brains in Canada. The 
Senate proceedings of Oct. 31 are a pointed com- 
jnentary on the truth of the statement. 

On Oct. 31, the Senate met as usual. Following 
prayers, there was a report from the committee 
on public health and inspection of foods. The re- 
port read: "Your committee recommends that 
their quorum be reduced to three members. All 
of which is respectfully submitted." 

Two ptivnfe bills were given their first read- 
ings, following which, Senator Wishnrt McL. 
Robertson arose to give notice that he wns going 
to propose an adjournment the following day to 
Monday evening, Nov. 12. Senator A. D, McHae 
protested tills at some length but was opposed by 
Senator Htikg who while agreeing that long 
Adjournments were to be discouraged, thought 



that they were better than sitting in the chamber 
with nothing to do. 

Following this discussion. Senator Vien took 
the floor to repudiate assertions made by a fel- 
low senator which, Senator Vien considered 
reflected on his {Senator Vien*s) honor. With 
this matter settled, t Senator McGreer was 
reprimanded for saying that the Senate "is the 
finest old age pension club in the world" at a 
political meeting the night before. Then the 
Senate passed some divorce bills and adjourned. 
In the course of the proceedings, the "best 
brains" of Canada passed divorce bills, the odd 
private bill, heard one committee report, and 
spent the rest of the time in bickering. The com- 
mittee report itself is sufficient to show how 
inadequate the Senate has become. The only 
conclusion to be drawn from the request to 
reduce the quorum to three is that no more than 
that number attend the committee meetings. 

The Senate's value is that it serves as a brake 
against impetuous action by the lower house. As 
such, it is most important to the functioning of 
parliament. However, its duties do not rest 
there. The Senate has an obligation to provide 
direction in matters which, from political con- 
siderations or others, are not touched upon in the 
lower house. If, as has been said, the best brains 
in Canada are assembled in the Senate, then 
surely it can provide a better report of the day's 
proceedings than the one quoted from. 
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PRODUCTION 
AND DISTRIBUTION 



The first consideration of any producer is how 
best to co-ordinate his production with his mar- 
ket. In line with this, he must also consider the 
problems of distribution. For example, a fine 
stand of timber is an asset today because of the 
heavy demand for wood and wood products. The 
stand of timber is of no value if, however, the 
cost of bringing it to its market is too high. It 
might just as well not exist. Reversing the situ- 
ation a bit, suppose the stand of timber was easily 
reached but that there was no market for it. 
Again it would be useless. 

These considerations have great importance for 
the farmer. 'Therefore it is noteworthy the New- 
market East Farm Radio Forum in its discussion 
of the question "How much food should we pro- 
duce?" urges that production be limited to the 
demand and that a better system of distribution 
be instituted. 

The limiting of production to the demand in 
order to keep pr'.ccs high is the most apparent 
answer to maintaining high prices and a ready 
market. This answer does not, however, satisfy 
the needs of those at home who have not the pur- 
chase price that is asked for the products. Either 
they must go without or else be provided with 
the products through the assistance of the gov- 
ernment. 

At the same time, the demand for food products 
is greater now than it has ever been in the past. 
The European and Asiatic market can absorb all 
the produce of Canadian farmers for years to 
come. But the catch here is that the Asiatic and 
European markets can not afford to pay the 
prices asked for by Canadian farmers. What 
then, is the use of producing for those markets? 

Some way must be found by which the differ- 
ences in price can be equalized and the problems 
of distribution can be ironed out. There is no 
reason why production should be limited when 
there is so much need abroad. At the same time, 
there is no need for Canadian farmers to receive 
reduced prices from over-production. No one 
nation can solve these problems. They can only 
be solved by all nations working together. Col- 
lective action to facilitate the flow of produce 
from surplus nations to needy nations and pro- 
vision for the maintenance of price levels is 
needed now. 



KHAKI COLLEGE 



The Khaki University is unique among uni- 
versities. Its faculty and students are soldiers 
but every effort is made to make them forget that 
fact. The scholastic functions of the university 
are the same as any other but the chief value of 
Khaki University is that it is providing a neces- 
sary link between the disciplined life oL a soldier 
&nd the independent life of a civilian, the more 
necessary because so many of the students at 
Khaki University have known only the life of 
the army since they left school. 

The Khaki University is near London, Eng. It 
was organized by the army educational branch 
for Canadian soldiers who would be overseas 
some months yet. It provides the equivalent of 
first and second year arts and pre-science courses 
of any Canadian university. A student can take 
two subjects which would be spread over a 30- 
wcek course in a Canadian university in the 
space of 13 weeks. If the student wishes, he can 
take as many as three additional subjects for a 
second 13-week period, giving him thg standard 
five-subject, 30-week course of a Canadian uni- 
versity in 26 weeks. 

If the Khaki University provided only 
academic facilities, it would considerably benefit 

the men overseas. It does more. It gives its 
students training for the peace-time problems 
they will meet. Although students and faculty 
members are in uniform, no marks of rank nor 
ribbons of any sort are worn. The only dis- 
tinguishing marks are shonldvr flashes, one color 
for faculty members, one for students. Military 
discipline is at a minimum. What there is 
resembles that of a boarding school. 

The soldier accustomed to army life finds it 
difficult to adjust himself to civilian life because 
as n civilian, he is responsible only to himself. 
In the army, there is a rule for doing everything. 
Food, clothes, and lodging are supplied. The 
soldier does not have to worry about these funda- 
mental needs. The civilian must provide his own 
food, clothes and lodging. He must directly con- 
cern himself with supplying these needs. Learn- 
ing to think in these terms is one of the greatest 
difficulties encountered by the veteran in his 
transition from army to civilian life. 

The Khnki University is playing a major role 
in lessening this difficulty. By minimizing army 
discipline and stressing the student's responsibil- 
ity to himself, the Khaki University is bringing 
its students the first experience they will have of 
what it is like to bo n civilian. By providing 
with that experience the kind of education which 
will enable the students to profit from it, the 
Khnki University is performing an invaluable 
function for the veteran.

It is only natural that after six 
years of war, the business of 
administering war departments 
should come in for lengthy dis- 
cussion in parliament. Defence 
Ministers Abbott and Gibson 
have spent long hours in the 
house piloting their estimates 
through committee. Some con- 
structive suggestions have been 
made. Many of the questions 
and delays could be called hair- 
splitting and much time is 
wasted. 

As far as our defence policies 
are concerned we are in the 
transition period. Much time 
and study is being given to 
Canada's peace-time military 
program. Defence ministers have 
indicated that there is a deter- 
mination that whatever is done 
will be along most modern lines, 
fnd that close consultation is 
being made with other powers of 
the world. It probably will be 
next session before we get a 
complete picture of Canada's 
permanent plans for -peacetime 
military activities. Among sug- 
gestions made is one for a two- 
year term of compulsory military 
training for all young men. 
Advocates of this suggestion 
claim it would pay dividends not 

only in military * preparedness 
but in a higher health standard 
and a better type of Canadian 
citizenship. 

Sometimes incidents in parlia- 
ment are seized upon by one 
political party or another, or by 
some section of the press and 
magnified beyond all reason to 
appear like major issues. One 
such this week was the request 
of Opposition Leader Bracken 
for the tabling of all copies of 
orders in council passed by the 
government since Sept. 6. Mr. 
Ilsley, leading the government, 
made it very clear in a state- 
ment to the house that all orders 
in council passed by the govern- 
ment were available to the 
house or any member, but that 
the typing and tabling of them 
all would entail a great amount 
of clerical work, much of which 
was unnecessary. He suggested 
that the opposition leader or any 
member go over the index of 
orders in council passed and 
indicate any of which copies 
were desired and they would be 
supplied. 

The point is that many orders 
in council are of a routine nature 
and in no way effect public pol- 
icy, and the leader of the govern- 
ment felt it a needless waste of 
time and money to make copies 
of all such routine orders. This 
suggestion did not meet with the 
favor of the opposition and a 
division of the house followed. 
The government members sup- 
ported Mr. Ilsley in his stand 
and on the division had a sub- 
stantial majority. Some subse- 
quent editorial comment endeav- 
ored to give the impression that 
government members X'oted 
against the supremacy of parlia- 
ment. Nothing could be farther 
from the truth, and the implica- 
tions thus drawn are purely 
political and made in the hope 
of misleading the people for 
political advantage. Wc have 
had altogether loo much of this

Thousands of people will 
starve and freeze to death in 
Europe this winter unless help 
can be rushed from outside. 
Tens of thousands of others will 
be hungry and cold and jobless. 
Without outside help, they will 
succumb to disease, because their 
weakened bodies cannot stand up 
against further hardship. 

During thc next nine months, 
they must bring in from outside 
their borders a minimum of 30 
million tons of coal, 12 million 
tons of food, millions of yards of 
textiles and 75 million dollars 
worth of medical supplies and 
equipment. 

As a whole, Europe will pro- 
duce less food this season than 
during the hungry war years. 
The land is starved for want of 
fertilizers, livestock has boon 
slaughtered, supplies of imple- 
ments drastically reduced, many 
acres are still sown with land 
mines. Kxccpt for wheat, liber- 
ated Europe's chief food needs 
are for those of which there is. 
a world-wide shortage. Thc 
world wheat supply can meet 
their minimum needs, if trans- 
portation can be supplied. 

Thc coal shortage is grievous. 
In France, homes and public 
buildings had no heat nt all last 
winter. This winter thc best 
that Frunce can hope to do. even 
with imports, is to provide hos- 
pitals with 65 per cent of their 
pre-war coal, ond each home 
with about 8 cwt. 

The needs of thc liberated 
areas fall into two categories: 
( 1 ) relief, (2) rehabilitation. 
There is emergency need for 
both. Relief supplies would be 
directly for thc people: fowl, 
clothing, medicines, shelter, heat. 
Hehnbilitation supplies also 
would be for thc people, but in- 
directly: to restore transporta-

MAGISTRATE'S COURT 

FINED 550 ON CHARGE 
OF ASSAULTING OFFICER 



Clarence Wilson, Sutton, was 
fined $30 and costs or 30 days on 
a charge of assaulting Constable 
Carl Morton by Magistrate W. 
E. Mcllveen in magistrate's court 
here Friday. Accused was also 
fined $5 for refusing to produce 
his driver's license.

Crawford Rose. "They use the 
hospital from all over the county 
and it fe crowded now." 

"York county got a good gran* 
for building last year," said 
Reeve Sparks. "Tins year they 
will get a straight grant but it 
is for those who are building 
additions. It will be approved in 
council without doubt. We are 
not going to have much to soy 
about it." 

"There is going to be a spend- 
ing spree for hospitalization in 

the next few years," said Dep- 
uty-Reeve A. A. Cook. "The 
present method of taxation for 
such purposes is not fair. The 
property owner pays and those 
who have the means but don't 
own property escape."
